LONDON, Oct. 15.—The coal’ situa.

today. When the miners’ delegation 
met this. morning, it was expected

Cabinet, and the delegation decided not 
to interfere with the expiration of the 
Strike notices tomoorrow, which means 
a shutdown on Monday unless some- 
thing happens meantime.

Moderate miners and leaders of the 
railway men and transport workers are 
working hard to secure a reopening 
of the peace meeting, and it is hoped 


In any case it is not expected to last 
more than a day, as no one réally 
wants it, and: the government ig will- 
ing to concede the advance if in- 
creased production is promised 

There is said to be a three months’ 
stock of coal on hand; but the govern- 
ment ig taking no chances and has pro- 
hibited export of coal. From today it 
will be rationed to domestic consumers 
at the rate of a hundredweight weekly. 
It is arranged to cut down the passen- 
ger trains twenty per cent after the 
third day, and there is an organised 
road transport system for food, milk, 
and other necessities. : 

.* .Nub of Dispute. 

The whole dispute is a disagreement 
over the form of words. The miners 
are willing to increase production if 
they get a raise in wages first, and the 
government is willing to grant the 
raise if production is increased. 

Public opinion is neutral, but the 
miners’ funds are low, and the allied 
unions are opposed to spending their 
own money in a trival fight. The rail- 
road men's executive committee meets 
tomorrow in London to consider the 
situation and make a last effort to pre- 
vent a stoppage of work by the miners.

A close ebserver of the theater fig- 
ured today that the summer theatrical 
managers have lost about $1,200,000. 
About half of that amount has been 
dropped in New York. ©
